But, Mr, President, what are the objections a-

tempted to show lljat the States do not (frequently

; should happen to do it, their own repealing power 
.is a safe corrective. I do not. myself, believe that

Where is the reason of requiring the unanimous

But, Mr. President, let uie not be her e ni;tnuder- 
mmoJ. fumy judgment, the sovereign power of a 
Si ile should not be submitted to any jmnruit tribu - 
nal whatever; but, if to any, cei taiuij not to the 
Supreme Court of the Uuited States, lean never 
be persuaded that the Court of the United States 
can be considered as an impartial tribunal in a case 
of that kind — certainly not more 6o than either 
House of Congress, or both — and, neituer, more 
impartial than the Legislature ofthe State by vviiicii 
the law was enacted. 

I am not prepared to say, that sovereign power is 
a tit subject for special pleading in a cui,t of law. 
to be associated with, and share the late ot John 
Doe and IlichavU How. 

I Ins, however, is only my individual opinion, and 
as it I. as nothing to do with the question involved 
in the amendment, it was porhaps imprudent in me 
to express it. I therefore pass it over, and proceed 
to shew, that it is not only not unreasonable to re- 
quire this concurrence of the seven Ji^dgc*, but 
euiirely reasonable upon principle© of reciprocal 
justice. Air. President, when the Senators sit iii 
their judicial capacity to try a judge of that Court, 
the concurrence of two-third* of that body isneces- 
sn ry to the conviction of a single J udgt ; why should 
it require two thirds ofthe Senators, in their judi- 
cial capacity, to convict one of those Judges of a 
misdemeanor, while a minority of the very same 
Judges may convict a Statt of having violated the 
Constitution? There are now seven J u'dges; four of 
whom, constitute a quorum; three of the four, a mi- 
nority of the whole, may , and in some instances 
have pronounced State laws, of ti.r most interest- 
ing character, void. Thus you see, Air. President, 
three of the seven Judges can vacate ihe laws of 
the twenty lour States successively; can disrobe 
ihem of their sovereign legislative power; while it 
lanes the concurrence of sixteen States , or thirty two 
Senators, sitting as Judges, upon a single one o( 
those Judges, to convict bun of uitco/ul dutionuiit y , 
or in any way to affect his judicial faculty. Js lias 
reasonable? Is it prudent? Is it politic/ Can the 
btaf(»8 hope to retain their sovereignly? Can the 
people ol the States hope to retain their liberty 
under circumstances like these? But is it nut a 
perversion of terms, to call thal liberty, which de- 
pends ij |>on the will of another? Are the States 
tree, when their sovereign will n»y be controlled, 
and its e fficacy denied, by the minority of a Court, 
over which it has not any, even the si ightest, con 
iru!.' over whose decisions all the Stales can, in no 
possible way, either through CongieSB, orotherwisc 
exeit any.ontiol? But sir, not only ran three 
J tidges, as things now stand, paraiv zo the sovereign 
power of (he Stales, but even one can do it. \ es 
®i p » a single Judge can deprive a state of its sover- 
< ign power. As thus, suppose tlifere are five Judg- 
es upon the bench, the Constitutionality of a State 
law is >1 raw ii in question; three of the live think the 
law unconstitutional; the other two are of a differ- 
ent opinion: how stands the matter, in relation to 
opinfon? YY hy, the opinion of two on the one side 
neutralizes the opinion of the two on the other side; 
am) were there but four on the bench, the law would 
i.-main valid and effective. But the opinion « »f the 
fifth Judge y and his opinion atone, is against * <c law; 
and bis opinion declares the law to he unconstitu- 
tional and void. And, Mr. President, under the 
oiil on tlie table, it it shall pass into a law, without" 
my amendment* the same tiling mav happen. Fop- 
pose there are seven Judges on the bench, and six 
or them shall be divided, three against three* the 
•severAh alone, inakcd the decision. If (hero are 
nine on the beoclt, aod eight of them are divided, 
four against lour, tlie ninth Judge alone gives the 
opinion, l or when the Courts are divided into 
two against two, three against three, or four against 
four, the odd .fudge alone in each case pronounces 
the opinion; until he speaks, the law remains valid.

suit in incfiicHcy , and when the odd Judge declares 
the law tu he unconstitutional, the judgment of the 
Court, to that effect, is as exclusively his sole opin- 
ion, as it he alone constituted tlie Court, and as ef- 
fective, as if all the Judges had concurred Could 
a despot, Mr. President, do more than control the 
legislation ot the States hy his fall He could not 
do it with less than a hundred thousand bayonets. 
Heconld not do it with even that force. 
pie of the States would he. prodigal of llroir blood 
in vindication of their rights. And yet, strange to 



tlie inclination of a majority of the members of this 
body, i do not know mat the crop, and a precious 
one it is, can be saved, hy even this precaution. 
Bu f its importance justifies tins, and every effort, 
which can Le legitimately made, to save it. 'ihe 
experiment cau do no harm, it may do much good. 

But I will leave this section to the reflection of* 
the Senate; my deficient manner of discussing it, 
will he supplied hy their good sense. I must, how- 
**ver, beg iheir indulgence lor a lew minutes, while I 
I offer to them the reasons which iuOueuced me to 
propose tlie remaining amendatory section. 

The execution laws, Mr. President , of any peo 
pie, who assert their rights to self-government, 
should, in a more emphatic sense than any other 
of iheir laws, be suited to their condition. Their 
oilier laws are, comparatively theoretic and ab 
stiaef. They exist m the statute book, for con- 
templation, as rules of conduct and of propriety; 
while unobstructed in fLe acquisition of property, 
and uninterrupted in its enjoyment, the people, un- 
fortunately fur tlie durability of their rights, pa) 
hirt too little attention to the complexion of their 
code. Busied w it ft the avocations of life, vexed 
with its cross purposes, and thwarted by its vicissi- 
tudes, they have hut little leisure, and less inclina- 
tion, for abstract ion of any kind. But execution 
laws, Mr. President, address themselves to the 
-eases of the people; an execution law, is law, in its 
praciical, nouhsubstantive, mailer of fact shape. 
The other laws constitute the rules by which each 
man regulates his own conduct and disposes of bis 
own property. The execution law constitutes the 
rule, and creates tlie authority, uj which one man 
takes and disposes of ihe property of others, by 
1 which he even deprives other© of their personal lib- 
lerty. I repeat, then, that the execution system of 
any State should be enacted with a * ise regard to 
ihe condition of its people. It is a despotic feature. 
j wbifcb cannot he discussed from the countenance of 
jibe Republic: it should* therefore, be softened as 
much a* possible. The laws of right were enacted 
I'V the Legislator of the Universe, and written leg- 
ji ffv ami irreversibly in the volume of nature; the 
Social compact recognizes that code, and legitimates 
(it; its fitness and it© force is instinctively recogniz 
led, felt and acknowledged hy the people. But, Mi 
; President, tlie lav s of rented f arecieated by tlie 
j^tate; they are tl.e rules by which civil society ex- 
lerts its remedial and protecting force, in favor of 

I one or more of its citizens, against tlie delinquency 
of other©. T hey are the avenues through which 
.that force finds its way to the delinquent citizens, 
[and it should find its way in the gentlest of all the 
conceivable efficient modes. This is required hy 
the peace, tranquillity aod harmony of society. 
YVhen the marshal seizes, and bears away with him, 
the property of an individual, if you abstract the 
authority under which he acts, his cmducl amounts 
to robbery. 'The authority, therefore, under which 
j he acts, should not only he visible, in his acts, but 
I it should he obst rusiv ely so; it should he a domestic, 
(and not ao alien authority; the individual who is 
[the subject of it should perceive its justice from his 
i consciousness that it was according to the will of 
|the people of which lie was himself a part, and in 
which he had confidence, because he had consent 
|«:d foil. Me should, in fact, recognize his own 
j power, as the agent* in producing his own privation, 
j Hence I insist, Mr. President, that it is the right 
j of every b tale to enact the execution laws by which 
[the judgment and decree? ofihe F deral Court, in 
that State, shall be earned into effect. 

Mr. President: we are taught that the liberty 
’ a d d property of the citizens are regulated, guarded, 
(protected and guaranteed by the States. But how 
an they guaranty the liberty, or protect the prop- 



c.seti by the States! It originated with them. 
1 hey have not conceded it to the General Govern- 
ment; they could net, consistently with the power 
they retained overdue persons and property of their 
citizec*. concede it to the General Gove rnment. 
? he concession of it would Irave been ;-n implied 
concession, to tne Genet a I Government* nf the pow - 
er to regulate the conduct and the property ofits 
citizens. It would, in fact have been a virtual sur- 
render* hy tlie States, of all their sovereign power. 
A surrender* whereby the General Government 
would have been at ouce — what it is rapidly, as I 
tear, hastening to become— a National, a consoli- 
dated Government. 

But, Mr. President, I ask again; why should not 
the Slates possess and exercise this power? YV ill 
| trey exercise it foolishly, or partially* or wickedly ? 

! ll s °i they arc not sovereign; because folly, paitial* 
|uy or w ickedness, cannot l c supposi d to he asso- 
ciated, in the mind of a statesman, with sovereign 
| pow er, so far as concerns t heir own citizens ex- 
clusively, it is ad ri itted that they may exercise thio 
power, and that tLey must be supposed to exercise 
|ii wisely. YVell,sir, why shall there he a special, 
distinct, and different execution law, for aliens, 
and the cit zens of other Stales? Ought they uol 
io be content w ith family fare!

PASSAGE OVER THE ANDES. 

Mr. Brigham, the American missionary to South 
America; gives the following description ot the 
ladoras, or awful precipice in the passes over I lie 
Andes, through which he wan obliged to go in the 
journey from Meodoza to Chili. We copy il 
from his journal in the Missionary Herald lor 
May. 

Heaving our place of encampment, we travelled 
for four hours aloug the bank of the river on a grad 
u uiy ascending, but yet wide and beautiful road. 
But now we reached the first Indents, of which I 
had Heard much, dreaded some, aoJ yet long wished 
to see. To conceive the nature of these laderas,j 
it must be understood, that the road up this muuii-i 
tain is aloug a narrow, deep cut valley, down which!

Good Cider. — Good ciderean be made any where 
of good fruit, by the following method: Wlmu your 

apples are well ground, wet your straw with the 
juice instead of water; put some straw in R cask 
next your receiving tub, with a blanket on it, to 
filtrate or strain it; then put it into a good clear 
strong cask immediately; suffer it lo have as little 
air as possible to prevent fermentation. When 
your cask is full, bung it up tight, and remove it to 
your cellar, not to be disturbed for one month at 
least. This cider will retain its sweetness for 
years, and be as clear as needful; it will he fit r or 
bottling in four weeks. It should not be removed 
in the cask it was pul up in, but racked into anoth- 
er. If there beany win) doubt this mode, let them 
try one cask after the above method. The forego- 
ing is certified from experience.

The fall races over the Lexington course, by the 
“ Kentucky Society for the fmp-ovcmcnt of the breed of 
llocses," took place on ) esterday. 

Four horses started fqr the lour rjfile heats. Mr Bar-j 
nett’s grey gehling, trained by Col Buford, took the 
pufke attwo heats, beating Mr Blackburn’s horse Su-i 
perior, by Whip; Mr Sanders’ marc Maria, by llan.il- 1 
Ionian; and Mr Parrish’s horse Willoughby, by Tiger. 
The first heat was very handsomely contested by alii 
the horses. Maria took the lead at the start, and ra n ! 
ahead under a heavy pull until the last round, when 
Superior and Barnett’s horse both made a desperate! 
effort, and the grey horse proved the best, and won 
the first heat by a few feel — Maria and Superior come- 
ing in close together 

The second heat Maria was drawn, and only Superior 
and Barnett's horse started. This heat was won with 
ease by Barnett’s horse, who took the lead at the start 
and kept it throughout the heat. 

On to-day three horses started for the 3 mile heats, 
which wa« won at two heats, by a sorrel horse entered 
by Mr Burbridge, healing a horse entered by Col Bu- 
ford, and one entered by a gent)- man from Flemings- 
burg. This race was closely contested between Mr 
liurbridgt’s and Col. Buford’s horses— the other was 
distanced the first heat.
